Double Patenting 

1 Claims 1 5-26 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-16 of U.S. Patent No. 5,984,641. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
the claims are reworded limitations of the patented claims and the pending claims are broader in 
scope.
